I remember It was the ftrsr 
competition for which I coached 
my pupils. For us coaches It Is 
(he opportunity to display oui 
new programmes — the product 
of six months' work — [or the 
first lime In a very competitive 
atmosphere.

After eight "full" rounds when 
all the adjourned games were 
played out at Ihe world chess 
Olympiad both the USSR men's 
and women's teams led with 
24.5 end 10 points respectively. 


In the men's section following 
the USSR were the USA, Bulga- 
ria and Sweden. 

In the women's contest Bul- 
garia and Romania ran behind Ihe 
USSR. In the tenth round the 
USSR men's team clashed with 
the USA. The latter won the right 
to face the leaders having out- 
stripped altogether several teams 
by drubbing Cuba 3.5 to 0.5. 
The USSR suffered Its first de- 
feat at 1.5 to 2.5. 

Still both our teams have 
sewn up the title. 



USSR TEAM HAS TO WIN 


In order to geL Into the (Inals 
of (he 1986 world football cham- 
pionship in Mexico, Ihe Soviet 
team has to win at least four of 
the six remaining matches, said 
at a press conference In Mos- 
cow head of the USSR Depart- 
men l of Football Vyacheslav Ko- 
loskov, This ts a hard task, but 
ll can bo done, he added. 

The past season was highly 
unlucky for the Soviet team. In 
two elimination matches of the 
forthcoming world championship 


It scored only one point losing 
to Ireland 0—1, and drawing 
1—1 Its game with Norway, Ly- 
ing ahead are games with two 
strong teams — Denmark and 
Switzerland. 

In January, the Soviet team 
will take part In the Interna- 
tional tournament In India for 
the. Jawaba rial Nehru Cup and 
then go to play a number of 
friendly matches In Italy. 

A major football event Is In 
store for the football fans in 
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the Soviet Union next year. Be- 
tween August 24 and September 
7, games will be played at So- 
viet stadiums as part of the 
world junior championship be- 
tween players under 20 years of 
age. President of the Interna- 
tional Federation of Association 
Football (FIFA} Joao Havelange 
says that In their Importance 
these matches are second only 
to the World Cup among grown- 
ups.

New York. Cessation of Ilia 
arms race, prevention of nuclear 
disaster and attainment of wnrlrl- 
vrido security cannot l»e achieved 
through further development of 
military technologies and crea- 
tion of new weapons systems. 
Tha road towards .achieving 
these goals lies through conclu- 
sion of agreements on anus 
control and disarmament, relaxa- 
tion of tensions, and through 
overcoming of suspicions and 


distrust in relations between sta- 
les. said the Swedish Prime Min- 
ister Olof Palme. 

Addressing the New York 
Foreign Policy Association, he 
said that the most serious threat 
to peace lies In the plans to 
spread the arms race into space, 
particularly creation and deploy- 
ment of a large-scale anil-missile 
system with the elements hosed 
in apace. 


More military spending by NATO 


Brussels. The NATO Defense 
Planning Commit lee recently 
held a mealing which was at- 
tended by defense ministers Dr 
the organization's member-coun- 
tries with the exception of 
France {It withdrew from the 
bloc's military wing In !96b|. 
Under pressure from the 
f/nfled Slates, the ministers ag- 
reed on a plan for the develop- 
ment of NATO's military infra- 
structure for 1985-90. Under the 
plan the allies are to spend an 
extra 7,850 million dollars over 
the next six years on the mode- 
e miration of existing and con- 
struction of new military air- 
flelda, landing strips, hangars, 


ammunition depms, as well as on 
the development of military com- 
munications systems. 

Washington has made its 
NATO allies accept these lingo 
expenditures In order to ensure 
a material base for sending ma- 
jor contingents of Its troops and 
military equipment to Europe in 
casq of hostilities. 

Exports believe that, as a ro- 
aiilt of the decision adopted un- 
der American pressure, tha ex- 
penditures for these purposes 
over the next six years will In- 
crease by forty per cent in real 
terms bb compared with the re- 
cent level of military spending.

London. Addressing members 
of the Association of American 
Correspondents in London, the 
Labour leader Nell Ktnnock 
said ha favoured reductions In 
nuclear arms. He warned that 
improvements In the weapons 
systems and tha threat or milita- 
rization of outer space over lhe 
next two years will make these 
reductions much more difficult. 

During my recent mealing in 
the Kremlin, he noted, Konstan- 
tin Chernenko confirmed the So- 
viet Union's readiness to respond 
to a British renunciation of nu- 
clear weapons by reducing and

The NATO 
Defense Planning Commlftae has 
Just approved the "Rogers plan" 
calling for deployment of new 
non-nuclear weapons tor "deep 
strikes" agalnsl Warsaw Treaty 
states. The same committee san- 
ctioned a programme ror the de-

Tho "Lenin", Hie first Soviet nuclear Icebrea- 
ker, which host been in operation In the North 
tor 25 years now, has started Us new Arctic navi- 
gation. The Jubilee of the world's first civil nu- 
clear ship lias coincided with Ilia Jubilee ol cap- 
tain Boris Sokolov, b prominent explorer of the 
Polar regions. 

A quarter of a century ago, Sokolov, then a 
young navigator, for tho first time took watch 
on the bridge of llic atomic ship. He and oilier 
specialists tested the sca-worllilness o[ the new 
ship in ice conditions, and thus confirmed that 
Soviet s cl enlists and ship. bull tiers had worked 
In (he right direction. Over the quarter ot a cen- 
tury, lib a hip Iiab covered more than 500 thous- 
and miles and led through the Arctic ice 3,000 
cargo ships wllh freight bound lor Siberia and 
Chukotka Peninsula, 

Practical experience has showr that the nu- 
clear ship la absolutely safe. 

The "Lenin" ushered in a now chapter In the 
history of exploration of the Arctic. Already 
Iho first year of tests showed the broad capabi- 
lities of a ship with a nuclear reactor for pro- 
longing navigation tn Iho Arctic seas. Then 
oune even more powerful nuclear Icebreakers of 
the new generation — tlio "Arkilkn" and the 
"Slblr". Thanks lo them navigation In the west- 
ern sector of the Soviet Arctic has been ensured 
all the year round, end tn the east — (or a far 



longer period than previously. 

Another uudear ship, the "Rosslyu", lias been 
launched at the Leningrad slilp-liullrtiug yards. 
Construction ol the Soviet Union's first nuclear 
lighter ship, also designed tor operation hi the 
Arctic, has boon started. The nuclear Icebreaker 
■Lenln" and its famous captain, Hero of Social- 
ist Labour Boris Sokolov, cootinuo to bo seen in 
tho Ice-covcred expanses of tho Arctic.

ters and lournalist. U was pub- 
lished Tor mass circulation in 
Alrua-Ala, the capital of the So- 
viet Republic of Kazakhstan. 

Marquez 1 book has been 
added to Lite rich library ol 
translations from Spanish star- 
led nearly 40 years ago when 
"Don Quixote" by Cervantes 
and "Gi Perro del HorLelano" 
(The Gardener's Dog) by Lope 
de Vega were translated into 
ihe Kazakh language for the 
first lime. 

Particularly popular In Ka- 
zakhstan is the creativity ot Fe- 
derico Garcia Lorca. His works 
have been published In periodi- 
cals, literary magazines and In 
a separate book. A cycle nf Ills 
verse has been Included in the 
collection. "Voice of Ihe Pla- 
net", which alsn Includes a ver- 
st* by Chilean Pablo Neruda and 
Spaniard Rafael Alberti. 
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Ids first volume of poems was 
published when he was only nine 
years old. Ho was almost a fully- 
Hedged professional writer by 
fiflccn. At seventeen he was ad- 
mitted os a member ol 1 I 10 Wri- 
ters Union. When be was 
twenty -lour years old his first 
ploy, "Youth”, was staged. The 
lismo of a new playwright, Leo- 
nid Zorin, appeared on Maly 
Theatre billboards bi Moscow. 
Loler ho became lamous as ilia 
author ol "Warsaw Melody". 
"Dion", "The Benevolent" and 
"Die Copper Grandma", "Coro- 
nation", ‘The Royal Hunt",- 'De- 
cembrists" and "Pokrov Galea", 
"Theatrical Fantasy" and "Trim- 
Sir.,. Altogether he has written 
33 plays. 

Cinema cannot complain about 
hfiu either. He has fifteen Screen- 


plays lo his credit. Among the 
films based on these works 
"Peace lo the Newcomer", ‘‘The 
Grandmaster" have won interna- 
tional awards. 

Zorin's career on the theatre 
stage and In films was brilliant 
but suddenly, Tour years ago, he 
left both and devoled himself en- 
tirely to prose. He has already 
written a volume of prose which 
Incorporates a novel and several 
stories. His second' novel Is 
ready and he Is now working on 
a story. 

There was no Inner contradic- 
tion In his desire lo leave drama 
and films. He bad always said 
ihat he was rather a prose wri- 
ter than a playwright, and that 
Ihe publication of o play meant 
iuotq than Its premiere on Btage. 

I find literature more Intonat- 
ing, primarily because In lllora- 
luro I bear full responsibility foi 
my output, he says, t am always 
ready to bear responsibility for 
my own wrongs but do not like 
lo answer for others’.
